DESTROYED BY FIRE.

FIRE RAISES NEW TROUBte 


MAY KEEP IMPERIAL FAMILY 


FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Washington, Apiil 18.—The secre- 


tary of state received a cablegram 
this morning 
from 
Mr* Squires, 


United States charge at Pekin, dated 
at Pekin April 18, saying: 


"Winter palace, occupied by Von 


Waldersee, accidently destroyed by 
fire; General Schwartaeoff, chief of 
staff, fatally burned.'* 


This incident may prove more seii- 


ous than appears on the surface. 


It is known from diplomatic cop- 


inunications received in Washington 
that intense feeling has been aroused 
among- the Chinese over the occupa- 
tion of the empress dowager's palace 
by Count Von Waldersee and his mil- 
itary staff. 


This was graphically set forth in a 


letter lecently received here from one 
of the foremost officials at Pekin. 


He described in detail the manner 


in which the palace had been turned 
over to military uses, and comment- 
ed upon the indignity which it in- 
volved to the Chinese people and to 
the imperial family. Moie over, it is 
known that this military occupation 
of the imperial palaces was a moving 
cause for the rejection of all over- 
tures for the return of the imperial 
family to Pejtin. From the Chinese 
standpoint it was impossible even to 
consider the return of the imperial 
family so long as the commaiider-in- 
chief of the allied forces was in ac- 
tual occupation of the empress7 pal- 


ace. 
Novtr that the palace is entirely 


destioyed Jf'may have a bearing on 
the return of the imperial family. 
While there is no longer the objec- 
tion ithat the pal'aceis occupied -by the 
foreign commander, yet a new objec- 
tion is created in the removal of the 
palace itsslf, dcor under fchinese law 
the imperial 
family must occupy 


those exclusive quarters reserved for 
them within the prohibited precincts,

Pekin, April 18.—A missionary 


named Killic (the Rev. M. Kelly 
Presbyterian

tians were burned to death in Decem- 
ber. 
Mr. Killie reports to General 


Chaffee that some time ago several 
of his converts wtre killed. He 
the guilty parties tried in the Chi- 
nese courts, where they were convict 
ed and sentenced to death, subject to 
Li Hung Chang's signature. 


Mr. Killie came to Pekin and saw 


Li Hung Chang, who said the men 
should be executed immediately. Upon 
going to San Ho three weeks later th 
missionary found tfhe men alive.

Little Joseph E. Blatzaeker, the 2- 


year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Dallas 
Blateacker, residing- at 33 Sherman 
street, died at 9 o'clock Wednesday 
evening1, after several 'hours of untold 
ag-ony as the result of a deadly poison 
swallowed during the afternoon. 


The poison was carbolic acid, and

The family was preparing- to 
remove from their Sherman street 
home to another locality, and on 
Wednesday were packing up the 
household goods for that purpose. 
Upon the window sill of one room 
several bottles of medicine had been 
placed, and the mother engaged at 
her work did not notice the child 
playing v/ith the bottles. 


One of them contained carbolic acid 


and the babe innocently drew tlie 
cork from this and poured a portion 
of the deadly contents 
down its 


throat. The remainder was spilled 
upon the hands and body of the little 
one, and as the fiery liquid began to 
take effect almost instantly the child 
screamed with agony. The horrified 
mother caught up her boy and carried 
him to the home of her mother, Mrs, 
Beaver, across the street, where Dr.

Tor several hours the physicians

FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Washington, April 18.—The secre- 


tary of state received a cablegram 
this 
morning 
from 
Mr.. Squires, 


United States charge at Pekin, dated 
at Pekin April 18, saying: 


"Whiter palace, occupied by Von 


Waldersee, accidently destroyed by 
fire; General Sehwartzeoff, chief of 
staff, fatally burned." 


This incident may prove more seri- 


ous Until appears on the surface. 


It is known from diplomatic com- 


munications received in Washington 
that intense feeling has been aroused 
among tlie Chinese over the occupa- 
tion of the empress dowager's palace 
by Count Von Waldersee and his mil- 
itary stall. 


This was graphically set forth in a 


letter recently received here from one 
of the foremost officials at Pekin. 


He described in detail the manner 


in which the palacs hnri been turned 
over to military uses, and cjininent- 
pd upon the indignity which it in- 
volved to the Chinese people and to 
the imperial family. More over, it is 
known that this military occupation 
of the imperial palaces was a moving 
cause for the rejection of all over- 
tures for the return of the imperial 
family to Pekin. From the Chinese 
standpoint it WHS impossible even to 
consider the return of the imperial 
family so long na the commaiider-in- 
chicf of thu ailisd forces was in ac- 
tual occupation of the empress7 pal- 
ace. Now that the palace is entirely 
destroyed tf^may have a bearing on 
the return of the imperial family. 
While there is no longer the objec- 
tion ithat the palaecis occupied 'by the 
foreign commander, yet n new objec- 
tion is created in the removal of the 
palace its-lf, for under Chinese law 
the imperial 
family 
must occupy 


those exclusive quarters reserved for 
them within the prohibited precincts.

EAKL LI'S BAD FAITH. 


Pekin, April 
18.—A missionary 


named Killie (the Rev. M. Kelly, 
Presbyterian missionary) 
has re- 


turned from San Ho, where Chris- 
tians were burned to death in Decem- 
ber. 
Mr. Killie reports to General 


Chaffee that some time ago several 
of his converts were killed. He had 
the guilty parties tried In the Chi- 
nese courts, where they were convict- 
ed and sentenced to death, subject to 
Li Hun* Chan&'s signature. 


Mr. Killie came to Pekin and saw 


Li Hung Chftng, who said the men 
should beexecutedimmediately. Upon 
ooinfc to San Ho three weeks later the 
missionary found the men alive. He 
spoke to a judge of the Chinese courts 
on the matter, who thereupon showed 
him a letter from Li Hung Chang, 
giving explicit instructions that Hie 
men should not be executed, as they 
had only been convicted on the tes- 
timony of Christians, consequently 
the evidence was untrustworthy. 


FRENCH MAKE DEMANDS.

In the meantime, the French 


had proved the same men guilty of 
incendiarism and other outrages and 
demanded their execution, whereupon 
tb« judge again..showed his orders 
Jroni Li.Hung Chang.

they would take tl»e law in their owi 
hands and punish the Chinese oifl 
cials likewise.
